TRUMP SUBWAY SHUTTLE 

Donald Trump has never had a house in 
the Hampton—our new marketing 
director Hal Bean thinks he should. To get 
him interested, Bean has built a luxurious 
private seventh car that attaches to the 
back of every seventh train (there are 
six trains on the system at any one time), which 
means it will go out at about atwo-hour intervals. 
This last car, to separate it from the others, 


is painted black and says TRUMP on the 
side in gold letters. It is only available to 
Trump, his family and guests. Everyone 
rides free. The concierge controls the 
sliding doors. Trump’s desk inside has 
two red telephones—one to the Pentagon 
and one to Moscow.

HAMPTONS SUBWAY GOLF 

The rumors that Commissioner Aspinall 
was planning to turn the subway system 
into an exclusive golf course are true. 

The main 
problem is that the proposed developer 
miscounted the number of stops. His plans 
called for 18 subway tunnel fairways to lead 
to 18 greens. And plans had gone ahead with 
that in mind.

Palmer, Nicklaus and Woods, who are the 
developers, have approached the town about 
making an 18th subway stop and, though 
our Commissioner is willing, the Town has 
said no. Hamptons Subway’s platforms and 
tunnels are on the U. S. Historic Register 
and seventeen cannot be made into eighteen. 
So now the developers have backed out. 
“It’s a shame too,” Commissioner Aspinall 
said. “We had a read good golf course going 
for awhile.” 


COMMISSIONER ASPINALL’S MESSAGE 

Personally, | am a very avid golfer, and I am 
particularly saddened that we could not 
come together with a good plan to turn the 
subway tunnels into a fine 18-hole course at 
this time. As a matter of fact, in reviewing 
the old architectural plans, we find that 
18 platforms and subway tunnels WERE planned. 
Hamptons Subway paid for eighteen, but only 
got seventeen. We are looking to see if we can 
sue this long gone builder for making this error 
back in 1927. ga

NEW MUFFIN ENFORCEMENT UNIT 

Hamptons Police announced the formation of 
a new specialized unit charged with enforcing 
muffin standards throughout the Hamptons. 
Spokesman Larry Hirsch explained the reasons 
behind the initiative at a press conference. “In 
recent months we began receiving a higher than 
usual level of complaints from local residents 
that the muffins they have purchased at local 
outlets have been woefully deficient in various 
ways. We’ve had reports of blueberry muffins 
containing an unlawfully small number of 
blueberries. Same thing with cranberry and 
chocolate chip muffins. We’ve also heard of 
banana muffins with barely any banana flavor at 
all. Enough is enough. If muffin suppliers can’t 
be trusted to provide muffins that measure up 
to the claims made for them, then the police 
will have to ramp up enforcement of the Muffin 
Act.” Hirsch was referring to the Hamptons 
Muffin Control Act of 1994, which set up local 
standards for 25 distinct varieties of muffins. 
For example, in order to be called a blueberry 
muffin, the baked good in question must 
contain a minimum of 15 blueberries. In order 
to be sold as a banana muffin, a muffin has to 


taste like banana. Hirsch said that Hamptons- 
based outlets can now expect surprise muffin 
inspections to be conducted frequently, rather 
than in the intermittent way they’ve been 
administered in past years. Hirsch noted that 
Hamptons Police has hired six new specially 
trained muffin inspectors to handle the new 
workload. “These guys know from muffins,” 
said Hirsch, “so all of you half-baked muffin 
makers better shape up.” The new enforcement 
measures are set to be implemented this week. 


TOO FUNKY IN HERE 

Police descended on Sag Harbor on Sunday 
evening, as events at Bay Street Theater 
threatened to get too funky. Onstage were 
the Nancy Atlas Project and special guest 
Clark Gayton, in what was the first of the 
2017 Fireside Sessions Presented by Dan’s 
Papers. Several audience members reported 
being partially overcome by the funk. “It was 
pretty funky in there,” says Hamptons Police 
spokesman Larry Hirsch. “I don’t know if people 
expected it to get quite so funky, and maybe 
they were just unprepared for it.” Gayton, a 
virtuoso trombonist who has played with rock 
superstars all over the world, knows how to 
make it funky, according to those familiar with 
his work. “When he called for ‘Hey Pocky Way’, 
I said ‘uh-oh, things are gonna get funky now,” 
noted one exhilarated audience member. In the 
end, Gayton and the band kept things under 
control. However, police are preparing for the 
possibility of funk overloads at this weekend’s 
Session featuring keyboardist Danny Kean. &&

Trump’s Choppers 


From 1989 to 1992 Trump Ran a Regular Helicopter Service Here

T rump Air helicopters began a regularly 
scheduled service between Manhattan 
and East Hampton Airport in June of 1989. | 
remember seeing them out at the airport in 
that year. They were a stunningly fashionable 
black with the enormous word TRUMP in gold 
on each side, and they landed about a hundred 
feet from the split-rail fence that separated 
the little tarmac with the shabby little terminal 
we had back then. Off would come a movie 
starlet or a fashion model or a Master of the 
Universe. Then others of that ilk would come 
out from the terminal, the women holding 
their hats in place against the wind created by 
the chopper blades, and with the men in their 
black suits, or summer clothing from the new 
Ralph Lauren store, that had just opened on 
Main Street. 

I would sometimes drive out to the airport to 
watch the planes take off and land, back then. 
We'd stand at the railing, my friends and I, and 
we'd watch this elegant parade for awhile. The 
choppers would depart. And then the regular 
private planes would come and go, also planes 
from the two airlines who had, for five years, 
competed with each other by flying twin-engine 


Beechcrafts between East Hampton and the 
Marine Air Terminal at LaGuardia Airport for 
the use of the summer people or for some of us 
locals wanting a quick trip to the city. 

The twin-engine Beechcrafts seemed ordinary 
enough, though they had “East Hampton 
Airways” on both sides, or “Long Island Airways” 
on both sides. During those years, these two 
airlines had competed with each other, first as 
charter aircraft and then, beginning about 1986, 
as regularly scheduled aircraft. | don’t recall the 
frequency, but it was several times a day. The 
fare for the Beechcrafts was $69 one-way. For 
the stunning and dashing Trump helicopters 
that joined the melee in 1989, the fare was $199. 
And the choppers landed right at the pad on the 
East River at East 30th Street. 

I recall one instance where fashion models 
appeared at our terminal for a shoot. Reflection 
lights were set up. A TRUMP chopper was 
standing by. They took pouty poses, staring 
blankly off into the distance while leaning 
against the split rail. There was such a stunning 
contrast between what was going on on one side 
of that split-rail fence and what was happening 
on the other. : 

The terminal at that time could not have 
been shabbier. It was an old beat-up single 


rectangular one-story building with a sagging 
roof and old wooden shingles curling against 
the tarpaper. It had, before it had been an 
airline terminal, been an army barracks building 
at the American Army Base at Yaphank, where 
volunteers got turned into soldiers to fight 
World War I. When the war ended, the officers 
announced that any veterans who wanted one 
of the barracks could have it for $1 and it had 
to be towed away. One of these became the 
East Hampton Airport Terminal. This must have 
been around 1925. 

The two competing charter services had 
competing kiosks inside this little broken- 
down airport building. The counters each 
occupied about five feet of floor space 
and were equipped with ticket forms, schedules, 
leaflets, telephones, charge card machines, 
cash drawers, boarding passes and passenger 
lists. They stood at 90 degrees from each 
other inside the waiting room and were 
connected to the outside world by telephone. 
Two people in uniform manned these kiosks 
all the time, and they were often seen carefully 
staring at each other, looking over the heads of 
those sitting on these ripped sofas waiting for 
planes to come in and out, while reading old 
magazines. Trump Air (Continued on next page) 
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never had a stand. It was too chic for that. 

A third wall had a door with a sign on it that 
read Bathroom. It opened on a tiny addition 
put onto the building, a space three by six feet, 
that had a toilet, sink and, what with the leaky 
plumbing, a sagging damp floor. A latch on the 
inside of the door prevented surprises. 

The fourth wall had a door that had a sign 
on it reading Operations. This was another 
addition to the barracks building. It measured 
10 by 12 feet and had originally been built as 
a chicken coop on a farm not far away. Hauled 
over one day, it now gave the controllers 
a little privacy. Nevertheless, from the little 
waiting room you could often, if you listened 
carefully, hear. the chatter of the planes and the 
controllers through the wall. 

I never got a chance to go to New York on the 
Trump Air helicopters. However, a New York 
Times article published at the time shed some 
light on them. Trump had two 234 Commercial 
Chinook choppers and three 24-seat Sikorsky 
S-61 choppers that plied the Hamptons route. 
He also had a Eurocopter AS332 Super Puma, 
for special executive flights. The choppers 
were a nice companion to the elegant and 
sumptuous Boeing 727 aircraft that Trump 
had purchased for his new airline, Trump 
Shuttle. The big 727s went from LaGuardia 
to Boston and LaGuardia and Washington on 
the hour. Trump had purchased that route 
and its aircraft from Eastern Airlines, which 
had become unsuccessful after a number of 


He believed elegant would sell. It always 
did. Certainly the Trump Air choppers were 
doing well, at least at first, taking the wealthy to 
East Hampton. 

ea ee a 
The choppers were a nice compan- 
ion to the elegant and sumptuous 
Boeing 727 aircraft that Trump had 


purchased for his new airline. 


The scrawny, homey and broken-down little 
terminal we had back then now looked very, 
very out of place with the Trump helicopters 
coming. And so, in that year of 1989, the Town 
of East Hampton, which owned the little airport, 
announced an_ international architectural 
competition to build a new terminal. It was run 
by a prominent East Hampton architectural 
critic, Alistair Gordon, who’d written books 
about architecture and was very much part 
of the design “scene” at the time. He gave the 
competition a European name. It was called 
BEAUX ARCH 89. The winner would win a prize, 
and then build a new terminal of 4,500 square 
feet with an observation deck, restaurant, 
waiting area, baggage room and flight control 
offices. Also two nice new bathrooms. 

That summer, as the blazingly beautiful 
Trump helicopters flew in and out, entries 
came into this competition from all over the 
world. It was astonishing. The competition 


was featured in architectural magazines, in 
classrooms at architectural schools, on 
television programs. Some said this would 
finally, once and for all, put the Hamptons on 
the map as a world-class resort. It was already 
well underway. (The 15 weekly helicopter 
flights were also putting us on the map.) But 
this would be the cherry on the top. 

Over 60 firms entered this competition, 
and they all made models of what the terminal 
would look like. One was designed to look 
like an airplane propeller lying on its side. 
Another, from Spain, looked like a castle—it 
didn’t have a moat, but looked like it could use 
one. All the entries were put on display upon 
tables set up at the LTV studio on Industrial 
Road, and I was appalled at almost all of them. 
I was particularly appalled at the winner. It was . 
a boxy, single-story flat-roof affair with high — 
windows that flanked ceiling fans that kept the 
air moving. The entrant said this design was of 
Moroccan influence. | 

I objected to this so much I decided to write 
about it in Dan’s Papers, hoping to disqualify the 
winner. | wanted something more traditional, 
more like, for example, the East Hampton 
Bathing Pavilion. The Hamptons were 17th 
century Old New England villages. And this was 
a gateway. Did we need a Moroccan whatever 
it was? 

In the end, a referendum was held about the 
winner, and the townspeople voted not to build 
it by a margin of 2 to 1. Instead, five years later, 
the town constructed (Continued on page 20) 
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Fish Banned 


Company that Makes Robot Fish Gets Contract for Off Montauk

he government of Montauk, in a bow to 

environmentalists, has voted to replace the 
real fish that swim around that peninsula with 
artificial ones. 

An artificial chain-link barrier will be placed 
in a great curving arc around the peninsula 
of that town, one half-mile offshore, and the 
waters within those bounds will be free of 
regular fish by April. 

In their place will be 1.9 palace artificial 
and re-useable fish to satisfy the enjoyment 
of surfcasters and inshore fishermen. There 
will be cod, pollock, blues, porgies, sharks and 
stripers—the major fish that have brought 
Montauk fame and fortune in the past. 

Local inventor Carl Broward created the 
first artificial fish out of stainless steel, rubber 
and plastic, in the basement of his home 
in Hampton Bays in 2010. (His experience 
included working on the Stephen Spielberg 
film Jaws as a shark oiler’s apprentice years 
ago.) Adding battery power, he got it to wiggle 
and bite the following year. After that came 
fundraising and factory building in Bay Shore 
(you can see the hi-tech Broward Factory from 
the Sunrise Highway), and his first big sale, a 
million fish, was made in 2012 to Lake Havasu, 
Arizona, where they have a manmade lake. 
His second sale was made to Lake Tahoe 
County in Nevada. 


The town fathers of Montauk got interested _ 


in 2013 and the rest is history. With the cost 


of each artificial fish now under $2, Broward’s 
production staff of 960 people can produce 
22,000 fish a day and, with the go-ahead 
nod from Montauk officials, will have nearly 
2 million artificial fish stocked in the waters off 
the peninsula of Montauk by May 1. Recently, 
his engineers fixed a final glitch—getting striped 
bass to swim in schools—and will have them 
ready to go by next week with the new software. 


“Wasn't a problem with any other kind of 


fish,” Broward said. 

Supporters of the program won the day 
after pointing out that this program will help 
restore the fishing further offshore, be a boon 
to swimmers and surfers (no sharks) and be 
good for business. Also, since artificial fish 
that are caught are thrown back—you can’t 
eat them, of course—they can fight and lose 
again and again, and thus are a great boon to 
recycling and the saving of endangered fish 
further offshore. The artificial fish are also set 
up to provide fisherman with an increased fight 
if a switch is remotely activated. (Bowing to the 
fears of cardiac physicians, an internal restraint 
limits all fights to no more than two hours.) 

Surfcasters have been strong supporters 
of the artificial fish program. In the numbers 
proposed, the time between a cast and a 
bite will be no greater than three minutes, 
tops. Currently some -surfcasters wait all day 
and get nothing. 

Open and charter boat captains also 
approve the Broward artificial fish plan. 
There is no gutting to be done, no cleanup, no 


mess, and the customers are happy. And they 
can still go way offshore for the real ones. 

A further plus is that the artificial fish 
are equipped with tiny nose cameras. 
Switched on, each makes a video of every fight 
from an underwater perspective. (Each 
fish comes with a handheld remote.) 
Surfcasters and boat captains provide emails 
to the Montauk Chamber of Commerce at the 
dock before heading out to fish, so videos 
of the fight can be sent out to family 
and friends moments after it happens. 

A few spoiled sports opposed the program. 
So did local taxpayers. But they lost the vote. 

One last minute fear, though, is that though 
President Obama has approved the $25 million 
in federal funding for the program, President- 
elect Trump might cancel it. Because of 
that fear—President-elect Trump — has 
vowed to increase spending on defense and 
infrastructure—the Montauk Chamber has 
already sent a letter to Mr. Trump informing 
him of all the plusses—the new assembly 
line jobs created at Broward Enterprises 
for microchip and battery installers, the 
need for truckers, inspectors, marketing 
people and engineers...it all adds up to 
more jobs for red-blooded Americans and, 
with modifications, a new’ kind of 
offshore military defense—biting fish—to fend 
off any invading enemy.

As we go to press, we’ve learned that Trump 

has tweeted a thumbs up. It’s a go. #& 
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what is there today, a re-creation of a more rural 
affair with a round central rotunda reminiscent 
of a carousel and similar to the one at the 
Marine Air Terminal at LaGuardia. 

By the time this was built, however, all three 
of the scheduled airlines were out of business. 
Frankly, | couldn’t see how three airlines could 
have competing schedules like this and make 
any money. Long Island Airlines (formerly the 
Montauk-Caribbean Airline) returned to offering 
charters. So did East Hampton Airlines. Both 
remain as charter operations today. 

As for Trump, he ran his helicopter service 
and his New York shuttle service to Washington 
and Boston until 1992 when, at the end of that 
summer, he stopped. He was running into. big 
financial problems at that time. He was skirting 


bankruptcy in Atlantic City. He had taken out 
a quarter billion dollar loan for Trump Air. 
He’d ceded his big yacht to creditors. And he 
got out of the airline business altogether, never 
to return. 

But then, this past July, he landed one of his 
TRUMP helicopters at East Hampton Airport 
and went off to a fundraiser for his presidential 
campaign at the home of Jets owner Woody 
Johnson in our town. According to several 
reports, he had to leave the fundraiser a little 
early. The airport curfews were in effect and he 
had to get out before them. 

By the way, as I mentioned, my wife and 
I, during those three years, sometimes took 
scheduled air services from whichever of the 
two twin-engine aircraft schedules matched our 
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needs. This was around 1990 and 1991. 

The planes themselves had a capacity of 
about seventeen. A pilot and co-pilot wearing 
headsets sat up front. The flights regularly took 
40 minutes in the air. But sometimes, when 
things backed up over LaGuardia, the flights 
could take an hour and a half. 


He was running into big financial 
problems at the time. And he got out 
of the airline business altogether, 
never to return. 


One of the most beautiful memories I have of 
these flights was looking down at the New York 
skyline. We were waiting to land at LaGuardia 
and were circling low around and around, over 
Manhattan for 10 minutes or more. This was 
particularly spectacular around sunset, when 
the sun mirrored off the skyscrapers and you 
could almost feel the needles of the Chrysler 
Building and the Empire State Building brushing 
up against the underside of the plane. 

You can’t do that today. Not since 9/11. 

I recall one occasion when ‘a woman in 
the back undid her seatbelt, stood and 
stormed up the aisle to the front to loudly 
ask the pilot how much longer this was going 
to be because if it wasn’t soon she would 
be late for an appointment. The co-pilot tipped 
the headset nearest her off his ear and 
told her to get back in her seat. She stood 
over them for about 30 more seconds, and then, 
having received no further communication, 
stormed back. 

It seems odd that for that five-year 
period we had three actual regularly scheduled 
airline services to New York City, but we 
did. Indeed there were as many takeoffs and 
landings back then as there are today, but big 
noisy aircraft and helicopters were a rarity. 
Most of the traffic was single-engine or twin- 
engine planes that just fluttered and buzzed as 
they came in and out. 

Indeed, on Friday evenings in those summers, 
a lot of wealthy people came out from the city 
in small planes. I recall standing out on Sagg 
Beach late one Friday afternoon just before 
sunset and looking up as these planes, about 
one every 15 minutes, came in carrying the 
likes of Andy Sabin, Ron Perelman, Wilbur Ross, 
Carl Spielvogel and others. Well, that is who I 
imagined was inside. They were friends of mine 
who took planes. 

Today, about half of all the landings and takeoffs 
involve enormous blasts of jet engines or the 
bang-bang chatter of helicopters. At the airport 
in the summertime it sounds like King Kong vs. 
Godzilla. 

The Town feels they have to control the 
noise made here. People live nearby. There 
are newer aircraft on the market that make 
less noise. But because of the extra expense, 
you rarely see them. The reason is that though 
the FAA is supposed to mandate that the 
aircraft owners buy these newer aircraft, 
the FAA never pulls the trigger. They also 
say East Hampton Airport has contracted to 
be an airport forever, as a result of the contract 
they signed with the Federal Government in 1990. 
This matter is going to the Supreme Court. @&

Enforcing Morality 


From the Ladies Village Improvement Society to “Summer House”

S° what happened is this: In the spring, a 
‘production company went to East Hampton 
Town Hall in the hopes of getting a permit to 
make a TV show at a beach house in Napeague 
all summer. It would be their main set. 

The film permits are given out in the same 
office as mass gathering permits, and so a 
lease that showed the place was being rented 
by them needed to be shown. Another rule 
that had to be abided by was that at least two 
people among the renting party were related, 
_ so this couldn’t just be a big party house. The 
production company said two were related— 
Ashley Wirkus and Lauren Wirkus. But the film 
company never got the permit to film. 

The reason was that, though the Town 
allowed the house to be rented; the Town soon 
found out the filming would be for a show about 
a dozen young people illegally sharing a beach 
house for good times 24/7. Without a permit 
you cannot film on our public beaches, streets 
and parks. Who would want to portray the 
Hamptons as if it were like the Jersey Shore? 
Well, the network would. Summer House is to 
be about drinking, casual sex, loud music and 
all sorts of bad behavior and wild times in a 
summer home. The show unofficially premiered 
earlier this week. 

With the permit refused, the production 
company went ahead and did filming anyway, 
correctly assuming that these permit laws 


did not extend onto private property, so 
they’d do it entirely on private property. Some 
restaurant owners and storeowners refused to 
allow them to do it. But enough did allow it, to 
make it able to go ahead. And so that’s what 
they did all summer.

The four people renting—which was allowed 


within the laws relating to bedrooms—was just ~ 


the tip of the iceberg. The Town also learned 
that Ashley and Lauren were twins, which, 
because it was true, helped the application 
qualify—but they were just some of the stars of 
the show. A family home it was not. But by that 
time, it was too late to do anything about it. 

As a result of this experience, the Town has 
seemingly waded into the deep waters of ethical 
behavior, although they claimed at a recent 
meeting about a revision of the filmmaking 
permit rules, that they weren't. 

“As much as we might have a personal 
opinion,” Supervisor Cantwell told The East 
Hampton Star, “we do not have the constitutional 
authority to regulate the content.” 

Instead, they discussed placing ne 


restrictions on filmmakers on private property, 
as well as on public property—something that 
has never been done before in the permit 
process. The police will be looking at bright 
floodlighting that might upset neighbors, or 
loud music that might interfere with things: 
Somehow they’ve got to get a handle on this. 

Lots of movies are now being made here. Just 
in the last four months of 2016, film permits 
were issued to Sabine Schenk for the filming of 
the movie Return to Montauk, to Aidan Sleeper, 
for the TV show Girls, to John Skidmore for 
the TV show Younger, to Gilana Lobel and Sara 
Furey for the motion picture The Enchanted 
Forest, to Claude Rivers for a TV documentary 
on the History Channel about the Montauk Air 
Force Base, and to Gus David for the TV show 
The Affair on Showtime. 

Montauk is a windblown, beautiful place. 
It’s great to base a movie in Montauk. But now 
there will be new restrictions because of what 
transpired with Summer House. 

Indeed, as we transition into a new, more 
conservative national government, there are all 
sorts of fears that certain civil rights or freedoms 
might be undermined. As commentator Bill 
Maher said on HBO back in October, “if you 
elect Trump, you will not recognize America in 
four years.” One can only hope that he is wrong. 

In some ways, however, this will mirror a 
time in East Hampton, from around 1880 to 
1970, when civil rights and freedoms were 
widely trampled upon (Continued on next page)

by members of this community. During that era, 
East Hampton was largely ruled, informally, by 
the Ladies Village Improvement Society (LVIS). 
They'd walk up and down Main Street. They’d 
patrol the beaches. They were looking for 
immoral and unacceptable behavior. Keeping 
your store open on Sunday. Showing too much 
skin on the beach. Being on Main Street in 
shorts, or just plain badly dressed, and maybe 
walking along in shorts eating an ice cream 
cone was frowned upon. They’d approach, tell 
you to either change things or leave town, and 
they’d report people to the police to enforce 
their moral positions. Maybe you’d even be 
mentioned in church. They’d get their way. 
Southampton also had their enforcers to keep 
things the way they were supposed to be. A 
storeowner on Jobs Lane named Nina Murray 
was one of them, and she wrote many letters 
to The Southampton Press reporting on bad 
behavior. Much of it had to do with clothes. To

this day, there is a dress code in Southampton. 
Anywhere in town, and as close to the beach 
as 100 yards, you must cover your body from 
the top of the aureole of your bosom to midway 
between your hip and knee. - : 

There are interesting stories from that time. 

In East Hampton in the mid 1960s, the owner 
of a shop a few doors down from the movie 
theater displayed a five-foot-tall poster of a 
naked and extremely overweight woman full 
frontal, looking straight out at you. It was meant 
to be put on the front door of a refrigerator to 
keep you from succumbing to midnight snacks. 
Come down in the dark and there she is. Well, 
the LVIS tried and tried to get this man to 
remove this poster—it was inside the store, 
but just inside. You’d open the door and she’d 
confront you—and he wouldn’t do it. He was a 
liberal from Greenwich Village and he knew his 
rights. He’d gotten the Civil Liberties Union on 
his side. And so it stayed, completely unnerving 
the blue-haired ladies, as they were referred to 
at that time, for six months. 

New York City was a dangerous and filthy 
place back then. One day, the editor of a New 
York City weekly newspaper, The West Side 
Spirit, told a reporter to dress up like a bum, 
park on Jobs Lane in Southampton and spread 
out a cloth on the sidewalk and sit on it, along 
with a tin cup, asking for spare change. He 
did it. As I recall, the community was so shocked 
they pretended not to be. He remained there 
the whole day. Finally a policeman told him 
to move along. I had my own personal encounter 
with the LVIS in East Hampton back then. It

was about 1967 and Dan’s Papers was just 
seven years old. Out at the Mulford Farm 
by Town Pond, the LVIS Summer Fair was 
underway, and I waited in line to pay the 
$4 admission fee to a group of blue-haired 
ladies sitting at a bridge table set up at a break 
in the snow fence. Nobody would be getting in 
without paying. 

While I stood there, I saw that behind them, a 
group of 12-year-old boys had leveraged a gap 
into the snow fence and were quietly sneaking 
into the fair. When I got to the bridge table I told 
the ladies about it. . 

“It’s right behind you,” I said. “The kids are 
just sneaking in.” 

I got glared at. “We don’t need the likes of 
you to tell us how to run our town,” one of 
them said. 

I should say, however, that. to their credit, 
this did not prevent them from allowing me to 


pay my money to attend their fair. gp

At a recent trade 
show for property managers in New York, 
Stillman demoed several devices to 
prospective clients. During the event 
he found one tank down to 14% full. 
He alerted the delivery service and 
oil was delivered the next day. The 
property had been scheduled for 
an oil delivery on January 3. This 
discovery was made on December 3. 
POEM clients get regular updates 
about their oil tanks. An alert is 
sent when any tank drops below 
15%. Of course this technology is 
already in use in many commercial. 
enterprises, including hotels and 
multi-unit dwellings. Stillman 
says, “our devices can be used 
to measure any liquid. Though 
federal regulations currently 
prevent their use for gasoline.”

Resistance Might Not Be Futile After All!

ollowing a_ bruising, biting, downright 
disheartening campaign season, there’s one 
thing most of us can agree on—and it doesn’t matter 
if your preferred candidate is currently picking out 
drapes for the Oval Office. We now live in a post- 
truth world. Or, at least, a world in which the truth 
doesn’t mean what it used to. Pundits and politicians 
spin it daily, weaving and unweaving as if waiting 
for Odysseus to return home. Half and misleading 
“truths” are sold as gospel online, in the media, and 
straight from the mouths of our elected officials. 
All this has a real effect, perhaps not directly upon 
any single, individual one of us, but on the very 
institutions on which our collective democracy is 
founded. So what’s a regular Joe or Jane to do? 
_ Start at the community level. Get involved with 
it. Don’t just eat local and shop local. Participate 
local. Put down your phone, lace up your shoes, 
walk next door and spark up a conversation with 
your neighbor. Get to know a cashier, hostess, or 
busboy. Write a letter to the editor, or to your local 
representatives in the Statehouse or Congress. But 
what to say? And how to Say it? 

The MFA in Creative Writing Program at Stony 
Brook Southampton, in an event cosponsored by 
Canio’s Books, and Poetry Street, just might have 
the answer. On Sunday, January 15, activists and 
community members will convene for an afternoon 
dedicated to empowering our community through 


writing workshops and readings. 

The event, Writers Resist: Teach In/Speak Out, is 
free and open to the public (kids are also welcome). 
It is one of many similar events scheduled for January 
15 all around the world as part of Writers Resist, a 
nationwide movement to reclaim democracy. and 
celebrate the history and promise of our diverse 
nation. The goal, according .to Julie Sheehan, 
Director of the MFA’program and an organizer of the 
Southampton event, “is to get everyone’s experience 
down on the page, because: from our experience 
comes our wisdom. We’re not looking for brilliant 
writing, only that you have experience. We'll be 
handing out informational packets at the event 
with options for taking the writing further, if that’s 
something participants want to do.” 

The day in Southampton begins at 2:30p.m. in 
Duke Auditorium at Stony Brook Southampton’s 
Chancellor’s Hall with the Teach In portion of the 
event. If you have something to say but don’t 
quite know how or where to begin, this is for you. 
Participants will get started on writing down the kind 
of powerful testimonies that can change the world 
for the better. “When you write down your story,” 
Sheehan say, “it becomes a powerful tool for social 
change.” Don’t worry: a team of writers will be there 
to help get those important experiences, insights 
and observations down on paper. 

Following the Teach In will be the Speak Out from 
4-5 p.m. Come listen to inspiring readings, selected to 
highlight the ideals of democracy, diversity and free

The Expert Care and Keeping of Trees

Living in the Hamptons means 
living among the trees. A 
few years ago I was hired as 
head gardener at a property 
in East Hampton. The lane in 
front of the house was lined 
with old Kwanzan cherries, 
multi-trunked and close to the 
ground with large canopies. 
When these trees bloom, they 
are like huge pink clouds 
sitting on the landscape; and 
when the petals fall they look like pink snow. Because 
of their age and variety, they are irreplaceable. 
‘When | started the job, the soil under the trees had 
been highly compacted by construction vehicles, 
which had been performing renovations on the 
property for more than a year. The trees were 
suffering and showed signs of declining vitality. 
During the years | worked there, they were 
cared for by an excellent, and very knowledgeable, 
- local tree care company. Excellence is not cheap, but 
the owner of these trees recognized their value and 
committed to a program with no guarantees, that 
would try to save the trees and restore their beauty. 
The plan was to enable new growth to form 
under the present canopy and to eventually 
replace the existing, damaged canopy. An 
organic, deep root fertilizing was completed and 
the progress of new growth was. closely 


monitored and pruned with great care. 

Under the knowledgeable and loving attention, 
these wounded trees began to show signs of 
returning. The new canopy was, indeed, forming 
under the old one and its growth looked vigorous. It 
looked like the experiment might work. 

The property was put on the market and I ceased 
working there. The landscape was not tended to 
for two years. The new owners hired me to work 
there again, taking care of the flower gardens. A tree 
care company was hired primarily based on costs. 
This company did not understand the program for 
the cherry trees, which are, once again, in severe 
decline. They will die and be replaced, but not, most 
likely, with any tree as grand:and lovely as these. 

I realize many people would understand cutting 
down these old trees and replacing them with newer, 
younger trees—which will require little regular 
attention—might be the best thing to do. But, in my 
opinion, nothing can replace the grace and beauty of 
these unique trees. Lanes and streets lined with new 
trees are completely unremarkable compared to a 
line of old beauties, their canopies gently shading 
the passersby. 

Preserving and caring for older trees requires 
an awareness of their value and a commitment to 
their care. This often requires more money than 
replacement with new trees. Mature trees add 
beauty, visual richness, gravitas and presence to the 
landscape. They frame it and hold it as no youngster 
can. They create and define space for other plants. 
They give us a place in the landscape that can be 
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Great beauty requires great care, year-round. 


comforting and reflect our place in nature. They also 
add monetary value to the property. 

New decisions regarding the landscape often occur 
when properties change hands. Considerations are 
given to the house and possible changes, but the 
care and maintenance of the landscape are put 
low on the list. But just like the interior of the 
house, a professional might be needed to appraise 
the landscape—especially the trees. They might 
be specimens. They might be sick and need care, 
or very healthy and need minimal care. No matter 
what, they should be considered an important 
aspect of the property. So choose your professionals 
carefully. Not every tree company is knowledgeable 
just because they say so and have some trucks with 
their name on them. @@
